Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to disclose or suggest a glass composition comprising the recited 
amounts of P2O5, (BaO+SrO), Nb205, and alkali metal oxides, wherein the glass meets a ratio of 
Nb205/(BaO+SrO) as recited in the instant claims. The prior art fails to teach ranges that 
anticipate or teach the glass composition and ratio. See Applicants' arguments filed 2 January 
2008, pages 8-12.
